AN IMMOLATION TO SLAVERY. 

ir readers have heard of, and some have wept 
the fate of the Rev. Charles T. Torrey, 
has been convicted in the State of Maryland, 
will doubtless Boon be doomed, to long years 
lprisonmerit and separation from his family 
fiends, and the rigor of punishment awarded 
e criminal. It is a hard lot for a man of edu- 
n and sensibility, who is compelled to feel, 
st all his punishment, that he suffers for that 
h neither the law of God, nor his own cen- 
ce condemns him, and which no man who 
;s in his bosom a heart of flesh, can really 
prove. He has broken the laws of a slave 
—and the court and jury who found him 
y in accordance with those laws, are not to be 
?d ; but they are laws, which, in God’s sight, 
infinitely more guilt upon those who have 
, and who execute them, than upon him who 
iroken them. What crime has Mr. Torrey 
guilty of? Let us state afew facts furnished 
jorrespondent—a clergyman of high standing 
stimable character, which may help us to 
er the question : 

few years ago, the writer of this passed a 
at Barnuin’s Hotel, in Washington. A 
g slave, about twenty years of age, was in at- 
nce for such service’s as were required. One 
ing, as Jcmes was building the fire, the fol- 


Shortly after the insurrection among the slaves 
in Virginia, several years age, a gentleman hap¬ 
pened to be traveling in that State. The stage 
coach was filled with passengers, and among the 
rest was an officer in the United States Army who 
was called out to assist in quelling the insurrec¬ 
tion. The conversation turned upon the scenes 
which occurred during that short but bloody con- 
flict. Said the officer, 

“ There was one stout fine looking negro man, 
who was shot by a a ball through the body ; as he 
lay on the ground dying, I stood by his side. His 
countenance expressed much more than ordinary 
intelligence, and I said to him, t Why did you join 
this insurrection ? You must have known that the 
whiles were too powerful for you, and that in the 
end you could not succeed.’ He turned up bis eye 
to me, fixed it steadfastly upon me for a moment, 
and then said, with an expression of greut resolu¬ 
tion, -1 knew perfectly well what the result would 
be; but 1 had rather die than be a slave.' ” 

“ And what did you think of that sentiment,thus 

expressed ?” said the traveler. 

For a moment he hesitated, for the stage coach 
was filled with Southern gentlemen, and it might 
be imprudent, in the presence of the chivalry of 
the South, to express approval of such a senti- 
ment. He hesitated but for a moment, and gath¬ 
ering his energies as for an effort of great moral 
courage, he said, “ I must confess that in my judg¬ 
ment, it is a noble sentiment by whomsoever ut¬ 
tered, and could not refrain from honoring the 
man for it.” For a moment there was perfect si¬ 
lence in the stage coach ; and then the embarrass¬ 
ing Bubject was dropped, by a sudden change of 
the conversation. The Rev. Mr. Torrey feels the 
sublimity of this sentiment. He has practically 
given utterance to it. He has spoken words of 
sympathy and encouragement to those who would 
rather die than be slaves. And for this, his impru¬ 
dence, he is now suffering, and for years probably 
must endure the greatest of earthly woes, the des¬ 
olation of his home, the prostration of all his 
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Mercury, or any other metallic preparation, nor" op 
of its forms. It is composed of vegetable matter entirely!”
